Well, since we're on the subject of the FCC's involvement: 

A friend of mine, who's a regular CB'er and a big scanner buff, 

had a lot of trouble from a lady who lived three houses away and was 

running a 500+ watt CB linear amp. Every time she keyed down she came 
across literaly EVERYTHING with an internal speaker. (Car stereo's, home 
stereos, TV's, answering machines, etc..) We used to joke about being able 
to demodulate her voice from the wavering of the lights in the house. (Which 
is actually possible, to tell you the truth). 


Anyway, my friend finally had enough of this and called the FCC's office 
in Atlanta, Ga. (He lives in Rock Hill, S.C.) He described the problem 
very plainly, w/o making any assumptions about her equipment or anything. 


The FCC responded by saying: 
"Yep, what you have here is a case of someone running a very illegal linear 
amp on a C.B." 


When asked to do something about it they responded: 
"Sorry, we don't have the time or the manpower to investigate illegal C.B. 
operations." <END OF CONVERSATION> 


My friend got transferred to a different location shortly after that so he 
didn't pursue it any longer. I hope that if enough people complained that 
the FCC would eventually do SOMETHING about it, but who knows. It was 
suggested to me that, upon removing the licensing requirements of CB'ers, the 
FCC hoped to keep all the "misfits" on the 27 MHz band, thereby not having 
to police the other "more important" bands quite as much.. but as I've seen, 
an illegal C.B. station can cause as much trouble as any other. Just thought 
I'd share our experience with ya.

Subject : Re: Radio Shack attitudes 


A few of comments on Radio Shack and their attitude: 


(A friend, Steve W8HN, owns a local Radio Shack store, 
and another friend was a Tandy employee and manager for 
several years...these comments are based on my frequent 
converstaions with them over the years.) 


FYI, there are two types of store: company and franchise. 


Company owned stores are managed in the traditional chain store 
manner of regional managers and low paid local personnel. Most 
policy seems to come from Ft. Worth, but a sharp regional manager 
can staff the stores with good people. More often, the results 

are driven more by policy and profits. Kinda like Kmart on a small 
scale... 


Franchise stores put up with Ft. Worth policy, too, but in a far 
different manner. Since the local ownership is often involved 
in the day to day operations of the store, the feedback loop 

is much shorter. A sharp franchise owner can easily staff the 
store with decent personnel...and monitor the situation. 


Both types of stores have to work with the national advertising 
and merchandising policies from Ft. Worth. Since Tandy now sees 
themselves as a consumer electronics retailer, their products 
and advertising reflect that image. Tandy has tried to shed the 
nerd store image over the past few years. 


On component items: these are indeed a profitable item for 

the stores; the margins are greater than most of the consumer 
items, in part because they have little competition. This is 
reflected in the commitment of a large portion of the floor 
space and wall area in most stores. The types and quantities 

of these items are determined by buyers in Ft. Worth and clearly 
do not always reflect the experiences of managers, franchisee's 
and consumers. None the less, Tandy seems to get it right 

about 75% of the time. 


Tandy also "force feeds" component items to the stores in 
quantities that do not always fufill demands. This leads to 

the mysterious overstocks and understocks you sometimes see. 
Special ordering components (or even reordering items) can 

be very difficult if not impossible at times. Tandy does appear 
to be working on this, and seems to have made the process 

a bit easier recently. 


Individual stores also have to pay for their own warranty 
repairs. In other words, Tandy does not pay for warranty 
repairs, the store (or franchisee) does. This explains the 
concern you see about warranty repairs, especially if the 

item was not purchased at the store the item is being returned 
to. 


Also, Tandy does seem to take customer communications to 

Ft. Worth seriously when the customer has a credible complaint. 
A well written letter with full details sent to corporate 

can have a postive effect and affect the situation. 


Based on the comments made to me by those who have worked for 
or with Tandy, I'm inclined to be less than thrilled by many 
of Tandy's attitudes and policies. Nonetheless I find RS 
stores a handy place to purchase items from time to time. In 
my case, I make an effort to buy my RS stuff from franchise 


stores where possible. I believe in independant businesses 

and their closer relationships with their customers.
